WASHINGTON. — The House 
Appropriations committee has au- 
thorized the Army to spend $40 
million. on. ground- support guided 
missiles and urged the Defense 
Department ‘to provide the Army 
with up to $12 million for develop- 
ment of its Nike-Zeus antimissile 
missile. 

This. development followed 
closely on a Defense decision last 
week that the Army should con- 
tinue research toward the missile, 
launching system and tracking 
radar, the Air Force the search 
and acquisition radar for a defense 
system against intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, 

The $40 million which the Army 
was told to spend was trans- 
ferred from the Military Pay Ac- 
count of the Army, which is pre- 
dicted to have an excess of $45

Ike's ‘Conservative’ 
Pay Plan irks Solons

WASHINGTON. — A Congres- 
sional sponsor of Cordiner-type pay 
legislation told Army Times this 
week that the Administration pay 
bill is “frankly too conservative 
to meet the needs of the services” 
and Congress should go to work 
on it to make sure Cordiner raises 
become fully effective immediate- 
ly. 

Rep. James E. Van Zandt (R., 
Pa.), a House Armed Services com- 
mittee member who introduced a 
straight Cordiner bill last session, 
was referring particularly to the 
Administration’s plan to phase 
officers into the new, higher Cordi- 
her rates gradually over a period 
of years. 

Mr. Van Zandt said the mili- 
tary pay situation is “a matter that 
must be corrected immediately.” 
It is up to Congress to change the 
bill so it fully meets the needs of 
the services right now, he said. 





Mr. Van Zandt’s comments typi- 
fied reaction of members of Con- 
gress who have been campaigning 
for a Cordiner pay bill. Sen. Stuart 
Symington (D., Mo.), who intro- 
duced-a bill identical to Mr. Van 
Zandt’s in the Senate, also indi- 
cated he would not be satisfied 
with any watered-down version of 
a pay bill. 

Another sponsor of Cordiner 
legislation, Rep. Stewart Udall (D., 
Ariz.), said he felt the Adminis- 
tration probably provided a grad- 
ual phasing-in of Cordiner pay 
rates in the hope that it would 
make the bill more palatable for 
Congress. 

“My-own feeling is that the situ- 
ation is sufficiently grave to make 
everyone aware of the need for a 
revised pay scale and Congress will 
be in a mood to pass a full (Cordi- 
ner) bill,’.Mr. Udall told Army 
Times,

WASHINGTON — A new 
list containing the names of 
1397 officers recommended 
for promotion to the tem- 


porary grade of major was 
announced by the Army this 
week. 


Of those on the list, 107 were 
picked from the “secondary zone” 
as “truly outstanding officers” to 
be promoted ahead of their con- 


temporaries. The secondary zone 
included all officers with a date of 
rank between June 1, 1951 and 
Dec. 31, 1954. 


Primary zone for Army list offi- 
cers included all with a date of 
rank of May 31, 1951 or earlier. 
Names of those eligible for con- 
sideration appeared in the 1957 De- 
partment of the Army Circular 
624-10. The selection board met 
about October 15. 

The recommended list contains 
the names of officers selected from 
the Army promotion list (1375 ina 
all, including 104 “outstanding 
officers’), the Chaplain’s promo- 
tion list (16 selected, including two 


outstanding), and the WAC pro- 
motion list (six selected, includ- 
ing one outstanding). 

Officers of the Army Medical 
Services promotion lists are also 
being considered for temporary 


promotion to major. That selection 
board is now meeting and is ex- 
pected to report within the next 
two months. 

Promotions to be made from 
this recommended list will follow 
after the current recommended 
list from which promotions are be- 
ing made is exhausted. Officials 
reported that approximately 950 
names remain on the current list. 

Promotions to major this month 
totalled 187. The forecast is that 
they will hardly exceeed 200 in 
any one month, may easily fall 
well below this figure.

“outstanding” officers indicated by 
an asterisk (*), are on Page 6.

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Retired Win Pay 
Claim Decisions 


WASHINGTON—Hundreds of retired officers stand to 
win what looks like quite a few dollars in three major court 
decisions just handed down here. The Justice Department put 


a $15-million price tag on the 
potential liability to the govern- 
ment in one of the cases, although 
the figure is disputed. The others 
were smaller but still run into 
money. 

In two major rulings the Court 
of Claims reaffirmed: 

1. A disability retired officer 
who holds a Reserve commission 


higher than any grade in which} 


he ever served on active duty 
should be retired in that higher 
grade. (This is a re-run of the so- 
called “Tracy case.” It applies to 
Army and Air Force.) 

2. Officers with service in the 
first World War who were recalled 
for the second may now count their 
between-wars retired time in com- 
puting their present retired pay. 
(This applies to all services.) 

At the same time, the Supreme 
Court refused to review a Court 
of Claims decision that in effect 
awarded disability retired pay 
where the service had refused to 
do so. (This applies to all serv- 
ices). 

In announcing its refusal to dis- 
turb this decision (in the case of 
Thomas L. Suter) the Supreme 
Court seemed to uphold the Court 
of Claims in exercising a lot more 
authority than the government 
thought proper in the disability re- 
tirement field. 

* * * 


IN THE NUMBERED cases 
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above, the Court of Claims was 
making its second ruling. That is 
because .Congress made slight 
changes in the wording of many 
of the military laws that it re- 
enacted when it bundled them all 
into Title 10 of the U.S. Code in 
1956. 

The claims court held that none 
of the changes in codifying the 
laws had changed the principles 
of its previous rplings.

BUT IT MAY BE a long time 
before persons with claims of the 
types now reaffirmed will see any 
money. The government may ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, and it 
has 90 days to decide whether 
it will. 

If it does not appeal, then—ex- 
cept for the individuals whose cases 
have just been decided—the ques- 
tion is whether the Controller Gen- 
eral will follow the claims court 
rulings. It usually takes months of 
him to decide that. 

If he doesn’t follow the law laid 
down by the claims court, persons 
with similar claims can collect only 
through filing claims with the 
court. If the Controller does go 
along, collecting a claim is simpler.

THE DECISION on retiring in 
tigher reserve grade in disability 
cases not only affects several 
hundred persons already retired 
but also many still en active duty 
in the Army and Air Force. Several 
hundred thousand dollars are 
estimated to be at stake. 

More money was involved, im- 
mediately at least, in the cases 
about counting retired time be- 
tween World Wars (Edward Lewis 
Field and Walter L. Sherfey), The 
Justice Department brief said $15- 
million was at stake here. The

New Pay Bill's Inner W 


The general features of the new 
pay bill sent to Congress last week 
have been fully described in news 
stories in this paper over the past 
several months. The proposed 
legislation, however, is not so 
simple. 


It takes the form of amend- 
ments to the Career Compensation 
Act of 1949. These amendments 
cover 48 mimeographed pages. 

The Defense Department has 
provided a sectional analysis of 
the bill. This analysis is almost 
as complex as the bill itself. Using 
the text of the bill and the De- 
fense analysis, the Times presents 
its own analysis of the bill: 


SECTION 1 contains amendments 
Titles I and II of the areer C

Next, Section 1 of the bill completely 
rewrites Title II of the CCA, in which 
basic pay and methods of computing it 
are given. For two sections, five are sub- 
stituted. They provide: 

20la—the new officer pay table. 

210b—10 officer grades instead of eight. 

210c—active duty pay for officers in 
grades 0-5 to 0-8. Active duty pay will not 

0 to officers on active duty for less than 

days. Nor will it be used-in comput- 
ing retired pay, severance pay or read- 
justment pay. It will not be counted in 
figuring accumulated leave payments at 
discharge or retirement. 

202—sets up warrant officer pay table. 

203a—sets up new enlisted pay table 
and establishes pay grades E-6 and E-9. 

203b—<directs distribution of the en- 
listed corps in such manner as the serv- 
ice secretary sees fit, with approval of 
Secretary of Defense. 

203c—provides pay for aviation cadets 
at 50 percent of base pay of an officer 
at entry pay level for 0-1, 

204—tells when a member is entitled 
to basic pay without change from present 
law. 

204a—provides that active duty (for 
training or any other purpose) entities 
a member to basic pay according to years 
of service in grade in which assigned or 
distributed, including full-time duty by 
Guardsmen, 

tg By when ordered to ac- 
tive duty, er for more or less than 
30 days, is actlwe duty time. 

204c—provides payment at last 
station of all pay due, including travel 
pay and active pay for travel time, 
whether travel is actually performed or 
not, on release from active duty. 

205—tells how to compute time-in-grade 
for pay purposes and retains language 
of present laws on computing length of 
service for retirement purposes. 
Sa—as a general rule, all periods of 
service in a pay grade, whether it is serv- 
jee on active duty or not, is to be con- 
sidered time-in-grade for pay purposes. 
However, there are these exceptions: 

a. An interruption of more than three 
months in service will wipe out time 
previously spent in any grade. 

b. Time can be credited for only one 
grade at a time, so that a member hold- 
ing a grade higher than that on which 
he is serving (for example, a Reserve 
officer on duty as a captain who holds 
a Reserve majority) gets time-in-grade 
eredit only for the active duty grade. 

e. Member holding temporary § grade 
higher than his Reserve grade, while not 
on active duty is considered to be serving 
only in his temporary grade. Thus an of- 
ficer whose active duty temporary grade

SECTION 3 contains the “save-pay” and 
three-year conversion provisions of the 
proposed bill. 

3a—Enlisted members (except aviation 
cadets) who had more than two cumula- 
tive years of service on the day before 
the effective date of the act get either 
a six percent pay raise or the new 
Cordiner rate, whichever is higher, 

3b—Officers with more than two years 
cumulative service on the day before the 
effecfive date of the act get a six percent 
increase or, if even after the six percent 
raise, the new pay scale would pay him 
more, will get a raise of up to $50, if in 
grade 0-5 down through warrant officer 
W-1, for the first three years, and the 
balance at the beginning of the fourth 
year until the total of the raises brings 
his pay up to the new rate, For grade 
0-6, the raise would be at the rate $75. 
For general or flag rank officers, exeept 
0-10’s, the increase is $100. For four- 
star rankers, the increase is $200.

Missile Advance 


The Army appeared this week to be back 
in the missile business to stay—but there 
also seemed to be a question as to when it 
would get the money to finance operations 
in that field. 

Defense Secretary Neil McElroy told the 
Army to go ahead with development of an 
“anti-missile missile.” This endorsement of 
the Nike-Zeus project for defense against 
ballistic missiles was an apparent conclusion 
that the Army plans are at a stage where 
“hardware” can be on hand in two or three 
years. Mr. McElroy also told the Air Force 
to come up with long-range detection equip- 
ment. Missile-killer defenses thus are to be 
a joint effort, the Air Force finding targets, 
the Army shooting them down. 

In another heartening move, the Army 
was given a green light in developing a 
medium-range solid-fuel missile. No range 
was given for this new bird—named Per- 
shing, for the general—but reports say it 
will reach out to 700 miles or more. The 
Army was limited to 200 miles by former 
Defense Secretary Charles Wilson. Supple- 
menting this was a report from Huntsville, 
Ala., that solid-fuel guided missiles of great 
range can now be “mass-produced.” 

But overshadowing all of these portents 
was the question of adequate funds, which 
is troubling Congress. Reportedly, the House 
Appropriations committee is concerned that 
there are no funds earmarked for the Army 
in the $1.2 billion supplemental money re- 
quest it is now considering. We understand 
the group wants to know if the Army needs 
money for development of Nike-Zeus, for 
the solid-fuel Pershing, for the “next gener- 
ation” short-range missiles. 

The last two named are very important 
innovations, as far as our future field forces 
are concerned. They are designed to be far 
easier to handle in the field and much more 
mobile than the Jupiter, Redstone, or even 
the Sergeant and La Crosse. 

Testimony before the Senate Prepared- 
ness committee has emphasized the need to 
build missiles which are simpler to handle, 
requiring less training of crews to launch 
and service them. At one point, it was said 
that Redstone and Jupiter would be the 
largest of the missiles in their ranges; fu- 
ture developments would find missiles of 
similar purpose smaller, more powerful and 
more accurate. The best information now 
is that such missiles, far from being mere 
drawing-board daydreams, are near reality. 

It appears that within the next two years 
the Army will have a whole new family of 
missiles, most of them with solid-fuel 
motors. These will not need the present 
special equipment, such as oxygen compres- 
sors, nitric acid storage tanks, and similar 
hard-to-handle items. 

The new birds, deadly against ground 
and aerial targets alike, will be faster than 
the present missiles, of greater accuracy, 
and with as great or greater range. Most 
important, from the point of view of the 
field commander and his men, they will be 
operable by troops who can be quickly 
trained in their jobs and readily replaced 
if they become casualties. 

Behind any such frontline simplicity, ex- 
perience shows, rear echelon complexity in 
maintaining automated guidance and firing 
equipment usually develops. This is one of 
the major areas of trouble to which Signal 
and Ordnance research and development 
people are addressing themselves. 

All of this activity, of course, presup- 
poses that the necessary money is made 
available to the Army.

® Most of the highly publicized wea- 
pons don’t really exist where they have 
any real meaning. There’s a big difference 
between a plan for powerful 200-mile field 
artillery rockets and actually having them 
in the hands of men. 

® Most of the highly-publicized new 
pieces of equipment don’t exist where they 
really count: Pictures of the meehanical 
mule have appeared in millions of news- 
paper pages, but our “combat ready” out- 
fits still use the jeep. 

@® SkyCav, and the concept of battle 
forces dropping out of the sky, are shams. 
Our infantry divisions right now cannot 
airlift more than in a company or two of 
armed men. And let’s not kid ourselves— 
two companies of hand-picked GIs will 
have no effect whatever on the Soviet 
Union. 

When these facts are brought 
home to the civilian world, there will be 
screams and cries for blood. A scapegoat 
will be sought, and there won’t be any 
obvious one, 


Former Defense Secretary Charles 
Wilson will be blamed for penny-pinching, 
but he didn’t maintain the triangular divi- 
sion for a dozen years after the atom went 
off; the Army’s own professionals did. 

President Eisenhower may be blamed 
for negotiating a Korean settlement, there- 
by weakening what could have been a 
victorious Army. But he wasn’t bragging 
to the public about our powerful airborne 
striking force, when we barely have the 
planes to lift one emergency division. The 
services themselves painted the rosy 
picture. 

Former President Truman may be 
blamed for demobilizing following World 
War II, but he didn’t keep the M-1 rifle 
long after our friends came up with a 
better one; the Army failed to convince 
anybody that we should adopt a new one. 


It doesn’t much matter who was 
at fault. We all were, including this news- 
paper, which printed reams of stories 
about new developments without making 
it clear that they weren’t actually in the 
hands of the troops, 


What IS. important is that we all be- 
come more honest with ourselves. We can 
try to fool each other, but when and if 
American troops start slugging it out with 
the Red army, the Great Charade will be 
over. We won’t be fooling the Russians. 

We need a relentlessly honest policy 
of informing the public, and the Congress, 
of our shortcomings as well as our achieve- 
ments. That’s the only way we are going to 
get the means to become what we would 
like to become—the outfit that can lick 
any man in the house.

FOR THE ARMY, an authoriza- 
tion to have more E-4’s, E-5’s, E-6’s 
and E-7’s compared to total enlist- 
ed strength is all that is needed. 
For the Army in its specialist 
grade has not a two-pay-grade but 
a four-pay-grade proficiency pay 
system at present. And this can be 
increased to a six-pay-grade pro- 
ficiency pay system if the new 
nine-grade enlisted structure is 
authorized. 

The NCO-specialist program has 
been misunderstood, misadminis- 
tered and misused by far too many 
personnel officers and command- 
ers. 

It was originally conceived as 
and is usually discussed as a way 
of providing increased skill pay 
for men whose military grade 
should be that of private first 
class. Specialist ratings are de- 
signed for technicians.

THE ARMY thus has the means 
today to identify a non-leader and 
give him the pay of a master ser- 
geant if his skill in his particular 
field warrants it. 

Under the proficiency pay sys- 
tem, the Army will give the same 
man the grade either of sergeant 
or specialist second class, then add 
two proficiency pay advances to 
give him the pay of a master ser- 
geant. In the latter case, the man 
is actually getting two proficiency 
puys, each of two pay grades. 

This is a ridiculous situation. It 
is administratively complex. If +a 
man is so skillful and so needed 
that he should get master ser- 
geant’s pay, though classified as a 
specialist, he should be classified 
a master specialist, not a specialist 
second class with two proficiency 
pay advances.

LITERALLY hundreds, even 
thousands, of men enter the Army 
with a high learning and service 
potential who cannot for various 
reasons qualify for commissions im- 
mediately. Over a period of four 
to eight or 10 years, they develop 
to the point where they are ready 
to go higher. If they enter the 
Army young—at 17 or 18 years of 
age—at the end of eight or 10 
years they are still young enough 
to be effective lieutenants, to serve 
out a full career as officers. 

But in eight or 10 years, a man 
with this potential will earn a high 
enlisted pay grade, one so high that 
he will have to take a substantial 
pay cut—as much as $100 a month 
and more for a period of two or 
more years—in order to transfer 
from the enlisted to the commis- 
sioned corps of the Army. Many 
won't be able to afford to take this

THE PHILOSOPHY of the pres- 
ent pay raise proposal is not un- 
sound, I believe, though I question 
even the basic approach. But the 
detailed steps that it proposes are 
far from perfect. 

Here is where Congress can step 
in, rewrite the bill and produce 
a sound new military. pay system. 

In doing this, other laws must 
also be considered, such as the Of- 
ficer Personnel Act. Only a pack- 
age approach to the entire military 
personnel system will produce a 
really effective set of laws. 

And this adds up to this conclu- 
sion: Congress now should care- 
fully consider whether the proper 
step this session isn’t to give a 
cost of living pay raise to the en- 
tire military, adding perhaps the 
new enlisted grade structure, while 
making a complete review of the 
pay structure, retirement and sur- 
vivor benefit laws, the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act, and other basic per- 
sonnel legislation. 

Then in the next Congress, the 
results of this study can be written 
into law to provide a modern per- 
sonnel system in which pay, grade 
structure, promotion and elimina- 
tion procedures, retirement -“nd 
survivor benefits all are closely 
and properly related.

million over needs at the end of 
the year and which is money the 
Army would otherwise lose. By 
the transfer, the money is con- 
tinued available for other pur- 
poses. 

Of the $40 million, $20 million 
is -to go toward development of 
the Pershing missile, a solid fuel 
replacement for the Redstone. 
The new “mid-range” missile is 
reported to be more flexible than 
the Redstone, to have an equal or 
longer range, to be lighter, shorter 
and simpler to launch. 

Another $20 million is to go for 
procurement of the “second gen- 
eration” corps and division mis- 
siles — LaCrosse, Little John and 
Sergeant. 

These two actions, according to 
testimony by Army Secretary 
Wilber Brucker to the committee, 
will speed the reorganization and 
effectiveness of the Army by six 
months, at least.

The Arizona legislator also said 
he did not like the proposal to give 
men either the Cordiner rates or 
the six percent increase.

The Army is to continue its cur- 
rent development effort in the 
Nike-Zeus program as a matter of 
urgency, concentrating on system 
developments to demonstrate the 
feasibility of achieving an effec- 
tive defense against the ICBM 

The order appeared to limit the 
Air Force objective in developing 
its Wizard program, missile launch- 
ing system. The Army was first 
in the field with Nike-Zeus and 
has claimed in recent weeks that 
it is possible to develop weapons 
able to destroy incoming ICBMs 
before they reach a target area. 

Under the old memorandum, 
signed in November 1956, the 
Army was assigned to “point de- 
fense” and the Air Force to “area 
defense.” 

Recognizing that the 5000-mile- 
range missiles will approach tar- 
gets from hundreds of miles above 
the earth, and at great speed, the 
defense base has been broadened. 
The Army’s limited role in pro- 
tecting cities and defense centers 
presumably, will be extended to 
other areas. 

The announcement emphasized 
that “no significant change can be 
made in these programs without 
the specific approval of the direc- 
tor of ARPA.”

‘High Type Gis 
To Continue KP’ 


TOKYO: Your article of 1 Jan- 
uary entitled “High Type Gls Will 
Go on with KP” shows how little 
the Army cares about the defense 
of our nation. The Army, in typi- 
cal fashion, “lashed back at critics” 
by making up a so-called “fact 
sheet.” 

Actually, this sheet does not con- 
tain a single fact. Each item is a 
figment of the imagination of some 
high official whose attitude is: “the 
Army is never wrong.” 

If each item is attacked logically 
the whole statement falls to pieces, 
as is demonstrated in the follow- 
ing: 

Statement: Draftees with scien- 
tific degrees are, for the most part, 
“apprentice scientists.” 

Rebuttal: After a man has spent 
‘four to seven years training for 
a job, he could hardly be classified 
as an apprentice. In addition, many 
men have had up to two years ex- 
perience in industry after receiv- 
ing their degrees. Even if the man 
did not have any experience when 
he was drafted, he certainly is not 
going to acquire any experience in 
the Army. Thus, when he is dis- 
charged he then starts to acquire 
the necessary experience. But he 
is two years behind the point where 
he should be. 

Statement: It is undemocratic to 
draft men just to do KP and other 
housekeeping duties for a privi- 
leged group of draftees. 

Rebuttal: This statement has 
nothing to do with the case. The 
men are not arguing that they do 
not want to do KP. They want to 
work in a job where they are con- 
tributing to the security and pros- 
perity of the nation. 

Statement: In those instances 
where a man is making an import- 
ant contribution to the Army, local 
commanders may excuse him from 
housekeeping duties. 

Rebuttal: Nothing is more im- 
portant to the Army than shiny 
belt buckles and spit-shined shoes. 

Statement: The Army argues 
that it has no responsibility to dis- 
cover if a man is useful to his home 
community or to a civilian indus- 
try. This is the job of the -local 
draft boards.

Double Jeopardy 
In Traffic Cases 


FORT POLK, La.: For as long 
as I have been reading, and enjoy- 
ing, the Letters to the Editor, I 
have yet to see any protest against 
one of the most flagrant violations 
of Constitutional rights yet devised 
by the military.

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FORT MONROE, Va.—A forest fire in New England... 
in Louisiana 
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was on Jan. 18, 1957,

THE SAVAGE WINDS and floods 
of Hurricane Audrey smashed at 
Louisiana with devestating effect 
last summer. The Army coordi- 
nated relief operations with the 
Navy, Air Force and Coast. Guard. 
It loaned 3600 cots, kitchens, re- 
frigerator vans, mobile shower 
units, water purification plants. 
More than 500 Army people served 
on disaster aid work, using 140 
Army vehicles. 

Helicopters flew 40 missions, five 
of them life and death emergen- 
cies, 35 of them food-dropping as- 
signments to isolated families. 
Snowbound farm houses were 
checked—68 of them. Over 500 
miles of road reconnaissance was 
flown. Twenty ambulances, 43 
other vehicles, and helicopters 
were used in rescuing a snowbound 
train.

ULTIMATE DISASTER § struck 
when a 10-foot wall of water surged 
through a ruptured levee bank 
at Lampasas, Tex., in May, and 
smashed through the city, literally 
tearing the heart out of it and 
its 5000 citizens.

3d Div. Pushes Field Training — 
As Gyro Transfer Date Nears

FORT BENNING, Ga.—The men’s lips were blue-purple and their shoulders were 
hunched against the unusual Georgia cold. The early morning frost speeded their foxhole 


digging and tent pitching. 

They were the men of Mortar 
Btry., lst BG 30th Inf., and they 
were setting up their 4.2 mortars 
for a live fire problem. There 
weren’t going to be too many more 
opportunities for them to fire mor- 
tars in Georgia. They are prepar- 
ing to swap places with a similar 
mortar outfit in the 10th: Inf. Div. 
in Germany. 

Capt. Louis Levinson, command- 
er of the battery (which some 
claim should be called a company 
because it really is part of an in- 
fantry organization) came over to 
greet the reporter. His cheeks, like 
those of his men, were shiny and 
bluish from the cold. 

“Under conditions of this prob- 
lem,” he said, ‘‘we’ve just set up 
our mortars and we're trying to 
get the first round away against 
our time limit.” 

The captain and the reporter 
walked over to number five mor- 
tar, 
drab tube stuck in the bottom of 
a hole a man was lining up the 
bubble on the sight. Fifty and 100 
yards in front of the hole were a 
couple of stakes painted like red- 
and-white barber poles. 

All around number five, other 
crews were hacking away at the 
soft Georgia sand and wrestling 
their mortars into position. “Don’t 
let the sand fool you,” said Maj. 
Oscar Vigen, battle group S-3, “We 
have plenty of that good Georgia 
clay down here, too.” 

Ten or so rounds were stacked 
on a shelter half at the edge of 
number five hole. The plastic ex- 
plosive increments were in place 
at the base of the shells. Although 
they explode with enough force to 
hurl a heavy missile several thou- 
sand yards, the increments looked 
deceptively innocent, like oversize 
pats of butter. “We call them 
Swiss cheese,” Capt. Levinson said. 

The command to fire reached 
mortar number five, and a tall 
soldier with stiff-cold fingers let 
the round slip down the tube. The 
resulting blast toppled a squatting 
Army photographer, who clicked 
his shutter just as the camera was 
pointed at the clear blue sky. 

The battery commander ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
time it took to get the first round 
on the way. 

Meanwhile, other mortars were 
lined up and several began firing. 
Another group of men was survey- 
ing the area from a nearby bench 
mark. At the fire direction center, 
soldiers were calculating ranges 
and deflection as the visitors 
walked back to the H-19 helicopter.

Carmen Delgado was in charge of 
the problem, which was designed 
to show the men how to split into 
task forces and take three widely- 
separated objectives in an area 
known to be patrolled by an en- 
emy force.

Riding through a Georgia forest 
in an armored personnel carrier 
resembles. a ride in a noisy sub- 
marine. Substantial steel is all 
around. Steering is by levers, there 
is no steering wheel. Pine branches 
steadily whip against the sides and 
top, but they are barely heard 
against the powerful engine noises. 

The M-59 holds an_ infantry 
squad. It can take its load right 
up to the objective, under very 
close friendly fire. 

It would have been nice to have 
had one of these during War II, 
the reporter thought, but it sure 
is eerie being locked up in a steel 
box like this. It was almost a relief 
to return to the company CP and 
emerge into the sunshine, 

Few riflemen were to be seen 
around the command pdst. Maj. 
Vigen pointed to a map of Fort 
Benning and said: 

“Under these pentomic tactics, 
our troops are spread all over the 
place. That makes it tough to find 
enough room to hold a decent 
problem. If you look at this map 
of available training areas, and put 
on it all the space required for a 
small company problem like this, 
you can see that we run out of 
training room pretty fast, even on 
a big post like this.” 

At that moment, several units of 
3d Div. infantrymen were on field 
problems in Alabama, while tank- 
ers were firing live ammunition at 
Fort Stewart, Ga.

The fuel, which evaporates 
rapidly and takes on other impuri- 
ties under normal climatie condi- 
tions, can be stored indefinitely in 
the pits under the icecap, according 
to scientists émployed by the Snow, 
Ice and Permafrost Research 
Establishment, Wilmette, Ill, a 
Corps of Engineers laboratory. The | 
scientists have determined that t e | 
fuel not only retains all of its prop- | 
erties but is even improved after | 
an extended storage period. 

The gasoline was put :into pits | 
four feet wide and five feet deep 
at several points in the ice tunnel 
from 150 to 400 feet back from the 
entrance. Each pit was covered 
only with plywood board and seal- 
ed by ice slush when the Engineers 
suspended work on the icecap in 
the fall of 1956. 

When work was resumed in the 
arctic in the spring of 1957, scien- 
tists found the fuel, none of which 
had evaporated, in: even better 
condition than it had been when 
placed in the pits seven months be- 
fore. They said the fuel contained 
less moisture as a result of the 
low and constant temperatures. 

The tunnel, cut 





through the 
Arctic icecap by the Engineer 
Arctic Task Force, reached the 





1170 foot mark this fall when the 
Engineers and the civilian scien- 
tists attached to the unit suspended 
work on the icecap until next 
spring. 

The principal objectives of the 
1957 ice tunnel studies were to:

From Saturday until Tuesday 
evening the Haitians in Port au 
Prince, Cap Haitien and other 
cities, parade in the elaborate cos- 
tumes and decorated vans they’ve 
been planning all year.

Carnival parades are held each 
Sunday for several weeks before 
Lent in Martinique in the French 
West Indies, but the big event 
comes off two days before Ash 
Wednesday. That’s when they 
celebrate the funeral of King 
Carnival himself: Everyone 
dresses in black and dabs away 
tears of laughter with black 
bordered kerchiefs. 

Large groups then walk through 
the streets to mournful dirges, 
singing a song that tells the listen- 
er that King Carnival (‘“vaval’’) 
must die. Then a regal effigy is 
burned while his followers dance 
with flaming torches,

Highway Program Costs High 


By SEYMOUR CARFAX 


bape 1 are a number of danger signals ahead on the new Federal highway program and 
while it is not proper to look a gift-car under the hood, observers are warning car own- 


ers that they must take the bitter with the sweet. 


This new, giant, highway system is 





going to cost a lot of money; more 
than we thought 

The work is bulldozing ahead 
and costs are mounting at the same 
time. Some see tax boosts ahead 
as a result. 

Federal Highway Administrator 
B. D. Tallamy in a progress report 
to Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
on the Federal-State program re- 
ported work was on schedule. 

At the year’s end obligations for 
surveys and’ plans, aquisition and 
construction totaled $2,223 million. 

Said the report, “The engineer- 
ing shortage is critical, but we are 
alleviating it through the use of 
electronic digital computers, aerial 
photography and other methods 
which have multiplied the amount 
of engineering we can get per en- 
gineer. 

“For example, about a year ago 
it took a college-trained engineer 
about 30 weeks to compute earth 
removal for 100 miles of Highway. 
Today he can do the job in a week 
using the electronic computer.” 

7” * * 

THE HUGE gridwork is said to| 
be growing at the rate of 10 miles 
per working day with 1200 miles 
of smooth, new, four, six and eight 
lane roadways in different parts of 
the country. 

3ut costs are going up and by| 
the time the goal of 41,000 miles 
is reached, the National Highway 
Users Council estimates that it will 
cost 30 percent more than the Con- 
gress figured it would two years 
ago. 

Engineers are not only scarce 
br. they are expensive to hire. And 
so are the products they use. Struc- 
tural steel is up and will probably 
continue to climb. Land values 
have also been on the rise. 

Of course the present recession 
may help matters somewhat just 
as the building of roads helps pre- 
vent a recession, but even at 
the present values it may be ne- 
cessary either to slow down the 
schedule, thus spreading the ex- 
pense over a longer period, or 
else tap the taxpayer’s pocket. Per- 
haps both alternatives will have to 
be met to continue the program. 

A survey made by the Wall 
Street JOURNAL found State es- 
timates in Kansas long since left 
behind are now 40 percent above 
original calculations and the State 
Highway Commission has come out 
with the flat statement: “We def- 
initely need another cent-a-gallon 
tax.” 

New York is contemplating a 
similar levy and the Federal Gov- 
ernment is studying taxes on 
truckers, motels, gas stations and 
other direct beneficiaries of the 
highway system. 

The nation being at the mo- 
ment highly tax sensitive since 
the hope for lower Federal in- 


solved in the wake of the Sput- 
niks, officials are talking about 
slowing down the program rather 
than making the taxpayer meet 
the increases head on, It has 
been proposed to stretch the 

original 13-year program to 15 

or even 25 years. 

This would not curtail present 
taxes on tires, motor fuels, trucks, 
buses and trailers which would 
still be necessary, for the reduced 
construction and maintenance. 

MEANWHILE drivers have al- 
ready begun to take the new and 
improved highways for granted and 
with this high standard of riding, 
feel the bumps of the old roads 
that much more.

Pay-TV (also referred to now as tollvision or feevee) was bound 
to force its way into our society because it involves money — big 
money. Just take an audience for any of our popular TV shows of 
today and multiply it by 10 cents, and the resulting cash sum would 
make even a Rockefeller vibrate _with accstasy. 


ALTHOUGH a majority of ‘y viewers may not think so, there 
are hidden benefits to be derived from pay-TV. Should most of the 
big entertainment shows switch over, there still would remain certain 
programs which most of us would not pay a nickel to see. For ex- 
ample, I can’t conveive of many viewers paying to watch Ed Murrow 
and the CBS correspondents informing us what a miserable mess our 
world is in, as they did recently. 

The point I make is that there still would be room on TV for 
these educational-type programs, and those who couldn’t afford or 
refuse to pay for TV shows, would watch these free things and auto- 
matically become eggheads overnight. 

Another beneficial by-product of pay-TV is the almost. certain 
survival of the modest little shows with limited appeal. On pay-TV 
a measly 10 million viewers pitching in a quarter each would give 
the producers $2,500,000 a week, a recompense which should see 
them through the rough spots. 

On commercial TV today, 10 million people watching an eve- 
ning network show constitutes a lousy rating, and the sponsor can- 
cels, and the show folds. Pay-TV could eliminate both the sponsor 
and the rating services. 

If the downturn in the business indexes continues, pay-TV will 
be hastened. Sponsors will be trimming budgets, and networks will 
decide that pay-TV may not be such an ogre after all. It may be 
several years yet before pay-TV spreads beyond the large cities, but 
don’t bet on it. 

Assuming that our economy doesn’t hit too bumpy a road, color 
TV should finally emerge this year as something the public decides 
it must have 

The rapid improvement in color reception, and the gradual reduc- 
tion in price of sets are two things beginning to make themselves felt. 

Most people have not yet seen any color TV, so are not aware of 
the differences it makes. I was responsible for ruining New Year’s 
Day for two neighbors whose wives saw the Pasadena Rose: Parade 
in color on my set.

The student of history will prob- 
ably gain little from Capt. Villiers 
book for it covers the entire span 
of modern man’s association with 
the busiest’ of the oceans. In 
thumbnail sketches, the author ex- 
plores the voyages of the Phoeni- 
cians and Vikings and brings the 


reader up to date with the daily 
flights which cross and recross the 
ocean. 

Throughout the book, Villiers 
draws upon his own broad experi- 
ence before the mast to give the 
reader an-insight into the prob- 
lems which faced the early voy- 


of the Pirates, the whalers and 
the fishermen and many others 
are loaded with tales about the 
Eastern seaboard.

DESPITE THE FACT that the 
book has its interesting points, it 
sometime appears to have been 
written. as a quickie, possibly in 
the knowledge that its author 
would receive considerable per- 
sonal publicity in connection with 
the Mayflower II voyage. 

In spots, it appears that the tre- 
mendous experience with and 
knowledge of the sea which the 
author has are completely wasted 
on things have been said many 
times before. 

At other times, the comparisons 
which he draws are most interest- 
ing and one wishes that they were 
more detailed. If one gets through | 
the dull areas, the book is certain 
to whet his desire for more of the 
stories which promise to be in- 
teresting but are left untold. 


Throughout the story, the vet- 
eran, Dave Hirsh, and his brother 
Frank — lifelong enemies — 
seek warmth and love from those 
about them. But they never find 
what they’re looking for in a 
world where each person loves 
himself most of all. 

The people who live in Parkman 
are as real as your own family, 
with possibly two exceptions.

It’s easy for everybody to read 
through 1266 pages and find some 
that aren’t necessary. But it’s fair 
to say that several chunks of this 
novel could have been left out and 
the story would have been tighter 
and more unified (at that, this 
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which this reviewer thought was a 
splendid book). There is a lengthy 
account of an automobile trip from 
Illinois to Miami, for example, with 
detailed descriptions of curves, de- 
tours, slowpoke roadhogs and driv- 
ing techniques. It apparently is 
part of the buildup of Bama’s 
character, but it doesn’t adyance 
the story very far. 

As part of the overall story, these 
piddling faults shouldn’t stop any- 
body from getting into this well- 
written story.

c is difficult, if not impossible, to explain. the meaning of 
the verb “to swing” as it is used in jazz circles, The 
best explanation remains an aural one. And for that, 
indeed for one the best aural explanations ever recorded, 
I strongly recommend a new LP by Lionel Hampton called “The High 
and the Mighty” (Verve 8228). 

Hamp swings, truly swings, if anyone on the face of this 
earth does. 

Lionel is backed by the Oscar Peterson Trio and drummer Buddy 
Rich on this record and although the year is very young I 4m con- 
vinced that this LP will rank as one of the best of 1958, on my list at 
least. (My guess is that a number of other jazz commentators, who 
shall be nameless, will undoubtedly prefer many other records to 
this one, but it must be understood that these nameless ones are 
primarily concerned with promoting “new” sounds rather than 
merely “good” sounds. Of course, sometimes the two are the same, 
but, alas, not as often as one would think from reading their copy.) 

Opener on the album is “High and the Mighty, ” which was 
whistled by John Wayne in the interesting movie of the same name 
about two years ago. On this one Hamp proves — as all truly great 
jazz musicians are able to prove — that you can play a tune note by 
note and still make it jazz. (Jazz, it seems to me, is more a feeling, 
a spirit, an approach to music, than it is improvisation on a given set 
of chord changes.) It’s a pretty tune and it has seldom, if ever, been 
played as well as Hamp plays it here. 

Second track, the oldie “Sweethearts on Parade,” is a wonder- 

ful, compelling, swinging, happy-hearted gas. It includes a 
knocked-out vocal by Hamp. I’ve heard this one ten times now and 
it seems to get better with each hearing. 

Other selections, all well done, are: But Beautiful, Our Love 
Is Here To Stay, It’s Only a Paper Moon, and Date with Oscar. The 
last one is a blues progression, up. 

The liner notes include a remark by guitarist Herb Ellis about 
Hamp which is certainly worthy of reprint: “What he has is verve 
and fire. He goes. He’s one of those players who'd play for ten hours 
at a stretch once he got started.” 

Incidentally, Ellis (happily a rare kind of modern guitarist be- 
cause he plays FOUR), baseman Ray Brown, Peterson and Rich all 
turn in fine performances. 


* * *

One side of the LP is a long series of solos on®“Steeplechase” 
(known to my ears as “Get Happy”) and the other side comprises 
“Tour De Force” (I call it “Jeepers Creepers’) plus four ballads: 
Thru With Love and Moonlight in Vermont played by Roy, and 
Nearness of You and Summertime played by Diz. 

It’s a good record and includes some typically wonderful solos 
by Roy and Sweets. Others will probably be impressed by Dizzy’s 
work, too. “Steeplechase” is up tempo with three trumpeters using 
mutes most of the way. It swings, as does Tour de Jeepers. 

Incidentally, and as if anyone really cares, I am in complete 
agreement with that section of the liner notes by Nat Hentoff deal- 


ing with a quote by Ralph Gleason about an LP by Jacquet and Eld- °

“The Sound of Jazz’ TV program on “The Seven 
Lively Arts” series proved recently that a jazz program can be suc- 
cessful over network TV. In Washington, D.C., beginning Sunday 
night, Jan. 26, over WMAL-TV, an enterprising and knowledgable 
disc jockey along with some able D.C. jazzmen will be out to prove 
that a program of music can go over on the local level, too. 

The disc jockey is Felix Grant, well known to D.C. jazz en- 
thusiasts for his refusal to play the pop slop tune of the week or 
what have you. Grant’s relaxed nightly radio show concentrates 
on music and is justifiably popular with the musically wise who 
would ordinarily never listen to a record show on radio. 

Musicians on the new weekly TV show will be headed by highly- 
skilled guitarist Charlie Byrd, who plays classical guitar (he studied 
with Segovia) or Charlie Christian inspired solos with equal facility. 
Byrd, who records for Savoy, is seeking to bring the unamplified, 
finger-style guitar technique into jazz, and in Washington at least 
he has proven that this “old-new” sound is commercially, as well 
as artistically, successful. Byrd plays to SRO crowds at The Show- 
boat club. (Charlie’s new album, “Blues for Night People,” will be 
reviewed in this space next week.)

The reason for the reduction 
stated by the Federal Reserve 
Board was that the credit which 
had piled up, had declined from 
its near-record level for the post- 
war period to the point where 
there was room for the 20 percent 
leeway. The purpose was to stimu- 
late business confidence to the 
point where it was felt new money 
could be raised for plant expan- 
sions and equipment. The idea 
was not to boost stock prices. His- 
torically, there doesn’t seem to be 
any correlation between the change 
in margin requirements and 
market fluctuation. 

This “credit” is the margin be- 
tween what the customer pays in 
cash and the value of the stock 
at the time of purchase. It is 
frankly labeled “speculative 
credit.” Some people, therefore, 
object to the wisdom of using it 
as cushion to recession. One of 
the critics who viewed the move 
dimly was Chairman Patman (D, 
Tex.) of the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee. He said: 


“I’m not in favor of trying to 
bring the country back through 
speculation. I regret very much 
the board’s trying to help specu- 
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brokers who don’t make ecom-

MATEUR moviemakers are fre- 
quently exhorted never to 
start making a film until they have 
a script in hand and then to follow 
it to the letter. Granted this is good 
advice, what is one to say when 
a friend wins a grand award in an 
international contest with a film 
that was planned afterward and 
was put togeth- j 
er by editing of 
related se- 
quences from 
film shot at dif- 
ferent times, in 
different places, 
and without a 
thought of ever 
making a single 
film out of the 
pieces? The ex- 
ception that 
proves the rule? 
Probably. 
However, there was a reason and 
it can be helpful’ to others, espec- 
ially the itinerant serviceman. 
The lad in question was inter- 
ested in water effects, its phases of 
motion, varying colors at different 
times of the day, etc. So he shot 
this subject whenever he got the 
chance. When he realized he had 
accumulated quite a good deal of 
{votage on his favorite theme, he 
decided to pull all his impressions 
together and make a film. 
Judicious editing and appro- 
priate musical accompaniment 
did the trick well enough appar- 
ently to win high recognition by 
competent judges of such things. 
In similar manner, the service- 
man moviemaker with gpecial in- 
terests can take movies of, say, 
cloud effects, moody weather, as- 
pects of street life, children at 
play in various countries, architec- 
tural oddities, or related incidents, 
etc. When he has enough material, 
he can by careful selection of se- 
quences and attention to logical 
editing create a film far more inter- 
esting than the individual se- 
quences themselves. Sometimes ev- 
en trite bits can be valuable when 
piaced in the context of such a film. 
In editing, make use of any de- 
vice that comes handy to make the 
film flow as a continuous series of 
impressions on the subject theme. 
Narrative can be helpful in some 
cases, in others a fitting choice of 
music or sound effects, The main 
problem will be to avoid abrupt 
endings and beginnings of se- 
quences. Do not spare the scissors 
in clipping off undesirable film, nor 
overdo the cutting either, of 
course. 
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Since your film will probably be 
in color, try to select bits that are 
as nearly uniform in quality (that 
is, proper exposure) as possible. 
Obviously, a succession of poorly 
and well exposed footage would 
weaken the film. |

THE TREND to miniaturization 
of photographic equipment took 
another step recently with the in- 
troduction of an electric lamp for 
8mm movie projectors that soon 
will make possible smaller and 
more compact projectors. The lamp 
is the Tru-Flector, a product of 
Sylvania Electric Products, Inc., 
1740 Broadway, New York 19, N.Y., 
which has a reflector built into the 
lamp and a sharply focused beam, 
thus eliminating the externally 
placed reflector and condenser 
lenses required in the regular pro- 
jector system. 
It looks like a miniature light- 
house beacon and yields in an 8mm 
projector about as much screen 
brightness with its 150 watts as the 
much larger 500-watt lamp cur- 
rently in use (see illustration for 
size comparison). Other details: 
Its horizontal coiled coil filament is 
positioned precisely in relation to 
a silvered metal mirror to focus a 
sharp beam; it is 3% inches high; 
rated average life is 15 hours; burn- 
ing position is base down, and lu- 
men rating is 95 screen lumens, 
minimum. Because of its relatively 
low wattage, the projector blower 
may be smaller and less noisy than 
the one conventionally used for the 
larger lamp. Moreover, projectors 
using the new lamp may be made 
lighter in weight. 
Since projectors are built around 
the projection light system, the 
imagination is not overtaxed in en- 
visaging a revolution in projector 
design similar to that which has re- 
sulted in the low-silhouette slide 
projectors now in general use and 
that are made possible by the hori- 
zontal-burning Tru-Focus projec 
tion lamp placed on the market by 
Sylvania sometime back.

Trainfire Targets Tested 
At Fort Richardson Range 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska — 
The new Army firing target is un- 
dergoing cold weather tests at Fort 
Richardson’s Range Central, ac- 
cording to Col. Eugene M. Witt, 
post operations officer. The Alas- 
kan post is the first overseas Army 
installation to try out the new fir- 
ing method. 


The electrically controlled sil- 
houette target, called the M-31 
Trainfire target, can be either a 
prone or kneeling silhouette and 
is designed to give soldiers more 
thorough training in combat-firing 
techniques. When set up on an ac- 
tual firing course the targets can 
be operated in groups of 35 from 
a distance of more than 600 yards. 


Using either alternating or di- 


rect current for raising and lower- 
ing the silhouettes, the targets are 
controlled by a master switch from 
behind the firing line. Individual 
targets can be raised and lowered 
at any time. This tests the soldier’s 
ability to see and hit single combat 


targets in natural surroundings 
and at unknown distances. 
~ * * 


THE NEW FIRING system, now 
in use at several Army posts in the 
States, consists of 56 Trainfire tar- 
gets set up on seven firing ranges. 
There are eight targets per range 
spaced at 50 yard intervals, giving 
a total firing distance of 350 yards. 

“Since the M-31 target arrived at 
Fort Richardson it has been tested 
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in sub-zero temperatures, heavy 
snowfall, ice and rain,” Col. Witt 
said. The firing system has worked 
in all cases, and has withstood 
winds of more than 50 miles per 
hour. 

The Trainfire rifle marksman- 
ship course will be installed at Fort 
Richardson in 1960, provided the 
rae system passes all cold weather 
ests,

Washington has a unique type of thrift shop. All mer- 
chand'se is donated and all profits are used to help the needy. 
Called the JANGO Bargain Shop, it is run by the Junior 
Army Navy Guild Organization. This group is made up of 
wives, mothers, daughters, grand-daughters and sisters of 
commissioned officers who are serving, or have served, in 


any of the armed forces. 


Located at 1027 20th St., N.W., 
it is right around the corner from 
the Army Times offices, and I find 
it a fascinating place to spend a 
lunch hour. 


The shelves, tables, racks and 
showcases are loaded with such 
items as current novels, phono- 
graph records, adults’ and chil- 
dren’s clothing, table linens, bed 
spreads, books, golf clubs, china 
and glassware, curtains, ice 
skates, electrical equipment, rid- 
ing boots, tennis rackets and— 
one of the best selling items— 
costume jewelry. 

How do all these items find their 
way to the shop? It’s the result 
of Operation Gem Collection. Each 
month different groups of service 
wives are responsible for collect- 
ing merchandise (known as JANGO 
gems). Friends, neighbors and 
acquaintances are urged to clean 
out closets and attics and make 
their contributions. The result is 
usually overwhelming and it takes 
a standing committee of sorters 
and pricers to get the goods to the 
sales force. All help is on a volun- 
tary basis and all are welcome to 
pitch in. The shop is open from 
10 to 4, Monday through Friday. 

With little overhead and no com- 
missions to pay, this shop can af- 
ford to make many worthwhile 
donations. One, with which I’m 
particularly impressed, is the $500 

scholarship given each year to a 
service daughter (living within a 
50-mile radius of Washington) to 
help with her first year at college.

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Let Him Eat Cookies 


Here is a recipe to give Mrs. 
B. C.’s son a cookie treat. The 
recipe does not contain shortening. 
I hope he likes the taste of them. 

Lebkuchen 
teaspoon lemon rind 
teaspoon cloves 
cup honey 
cup brown sugar 
teaspoon lemon juice 
2% cup flour 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon allspice 

Y% cup finely chopped citron 
% cup molasses 

egg 
teaspoon soda 
teaspoon nutmeg 

% cup finely chopped nuts 

Combine honey, molasses and 
brown sugar. Bring to a boil. Al- 
low to cool thoroughly. 

Stir egg, lemon juice and rind 
into honey mixture. Sift together 
flour, soda and spices and stir into 
honey mixture. 

Mix chopped citron and nuts 
into the honey-flour mixture. Chill. 
Roll out on floured board, a small 
amount at a time, keeping the rest 
chilled. Roll out % inch thick and 
cut into oblongs 142 by 2% inches. 

Place one inch apart on greased 
baking sheet’ and bake at 400 de- 
grees for 10 to 12 minutes. Brush 
cookies with icing glaze the min- 
ute they are out of the oven. Re- 
move cookies from baking sheet 
as soon as they have been glazed 
and allow to cool before storing. 

Icing Glaze 
% cup confectioner’s sugar 
1 cup sugar 
% cup water 

Boil water and sugar together 
until the syrup begins to spin a 
thread (230 degrees). Remove 
from heat at once. Stir in confec- 
tioner’s sugar and brush the hot 
icing thinly over cookies. If icing 
gets sugary, reheat slightly, adding 
a little water, until it is clear again. 

These cookies will improve in 
flavor the longer they are stored.

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Compromise Seen 


For 2 Pay Plans 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


Federal employees would 
get a pay raise of 744 to 914 
percent retroactive to last 
Oct. 1, under a bill approved 
b the. Senate Post Office and 
Wil Service committee last week 
and, for all I know, grass may grow 
in a sidewalk when that bill be- 
comes law. 

The pay bill was expected to 
come up for a vote on the floor 
of the Senate within the week. For 
what it’s worth, this will be the 
record for early Senate passage 
of a civil service pay bill and we 
don’t recall one that was retroac- 
tive to a date back before the ses- 
sion began. 

Meanwhile, back at the ranch, 
the Administration announced its 
own pay proposals and asked Con- 
gress to enact them. They call for 
a flat six percent increase for em- 
ployees in the first ten grades and 
increases ranging up to 14 percent 
for the higher positions. 

This bill works out to 7.5 per- 
cent for the first 12 classified 
grades, 8.5 percent for grade 13;

Fort Dix Set 
New Safety 
Record in ‘57 


FORT DIX, N.J. — A new Fort 
Dix safety record for military fatal- 
ities was established during 1957, 
the post safety office announced 
this week. The rate of .071 fatalities 
per hundred thousand man-days 
was 27 percent lower than that for 
1956, which was the lowest up to 
that time. 

In its announcement, the safety 
office noted that the fatality rate 
at Dix has been decreasing steadily 
for three successive years and the 
rate for 1957 was 51 percent lower 
than the rate for 1954. 

Safety authorities attributed the 
decreases during the last two years 
principally to improvements in the 
prevention of private motor vehicle 
accidents. No fatalities occurred 
during the period August through 
December 1957 inclusive, the first 
time on record that three or more 
did not occur during these critical 
months. 

The safety office stated that in 
the past three years only one fatal- 
ity resulted from the performance 
of military duty, and that was 
caused by a training accident which 
could not be anticipated.

IT DOESN’T TAKE a genius to 
figure out that what government 
employees will eventually get falls 
somewhere between these two 
plans. Congress won’t hold still for 
the President’s idea of giving a 14 
percent raise to GS-18s and only 
six percent to a GS-5. And we 
doubt that the top ceiling will go 
as high as $19,500. For GS-7s and 
below a six percent raise will work 
out to about $4 a week or less, and 
that isn’t going to impress Con- 
gressmen too much because it isn’t 
going to impress the folks getting 
the raise too much. 

Sen. Frank Carlson (R., Kan.), 
ranking minority member on the 
Senate Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice committee, predicted the Presi- 
dent would veto the committee 
bills in their present form and he’s 
probably right. The President 
would not accept the retroactive 
date of Oct. 1, 1957, which would 
add $400 million to the cost of his 
already unbalanced fiscal ’58 bud- 
get. 

Nor would the chief executive 
go for that $240 postal bonus, 
which would throw out of kilter 
percentage differences between 
grades that he tries so hard to 
maintain. The proposal is fairly 
silly, anyhow. Just imagine the 
howls when the three years are 
up and a postman’s salary drops 
off $240. 

How much over the six percent 
could get by the President’s veto 





depends partly on whether the 








postal rate increase passes. Con- 
gress, of course, could always send 
him a big raise bill early. Then, 
when he vetoes it, send him the 
small one he asked for, thus em- 
brassing him at the polls next 
fall, 

It does seem certain that some 
raise in the seven percent neigh- 
borhood will get passed and ap- 
proved, But an effective date be- 
fore next April 1 would, frankly, 
surprise us very much.

FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo.—

The new plan—designed to in- 
erease participation in Army ath- 
letics—is the result of the Novem-

Two major features of the tenta- 
tive plan now under study are a 
highly accelerated intramural pro- 
gram on the company, battalion and 
regimental levels and an increase 
in athletic facilities.

STAMPS

EW rules for the ordering 
of plate number blocks 
have been announced by the 
Canadian Post Office. When 
the present stock of stamps is 
exhausted, plate numbers will 
be dropped from panes of 
stamps sold at post offices 
throughout the country. 
out the country. 

Reason given for the change is 
the elimination of delays and an- 
ndyance to those purchasing stamps 
at post office windows for ordinary 
use. 

Plate number blocks will con- 
tinue to be offered for sale through 
the Philatelic Section, Post Office 
Department, Ottawa, Canada. This 
should make it easier for collectors 
to get a full set of all plate num- 
bers issued. F 

The Philatelic Section plans to 
maintain a stock of plate num- 
bers in the usual four positions 
of regular and special issues. 
These plates may be purchased 
at face value when ordered in 
the minimum quantities speci- 
fied by the post office for each 
issue. 

To be certain of obtaining all 
four positions of every plate num- 
ber in each denomination, collec- 
tors can open a deposit account 
and place a standing order for 
their requirements. A minimum 
deposit of $50 is required. 

Canadian plates never have 
achieved the popularity accorded 
plate blocks in the United States. 
However, the Canadian plates are 
avidly collected by many 
Canadians.

FORT CARSON, Colo. — A Fort 
Carson flyer and medical techni- 
cian and an injured sailor recently 
made aviation history over the 
Colorado Rockies. 


It was the first high altitude 
test of a special littér designed 
for the L-19 aircraft in evacuating 
an actual casualty across the Con- 
tinental Divide. 

The patient was Robert H. Tour- 
telot, SK-3, a sailor on leave who 
broke his’ leg while skiing on one 
of the famous Aspen, Colo., runs. 
The break was set at the Pitkin 
County Hospital there. 

The pilot was 1st Lt. Richard 
Baker of Carson’s 9th Aviation 
Co. who brought the injured sailor 
to Carson’s hospital. 

The technician is CWO William 
J. Bushoyse of the Carson medical 
maintenance section who designed 
a litter to fit the L-19 for high al- 
titude emergency evacuations. 

Normally an H-13 helicopter is 
used for medical evacuation, but 
extreme altitude limits its use.

He should know the first, SFC 
John J. Schaffer, a patient in St. 
Albans Naval Hospital, because 
they served together at Fort 
Mason, Calif. But all John could 
offer was a good try, as he was 
drafted three days after Dudley. 

The category can now boast a 
proud king destined for a long 
reign. Meet “His Majesty” MSgt. 
Albert C. Benzio, assigned to 
School Troops, Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground, 

Believe me, Al did it the hard 
way. In fact it was downright il- 
legal. 

Writes Benzio: “I was drafted 
Aug. 21, 1942 from Local Board
